Perſon, - both likewiſe: Soldiers upon ſome other Duty cormng by the Cen— 
zine], each having'a Muſquet on his Shoulder, Af! as they paſt'by- ſaid; 

how now Rogue} art thou here, lets kill him, "meaning the Centmel, at 

which Savage reply'd, do you call me Rogue, I'le kill you firſts; immedia 

. atelyFired his Muſquet and ſhot him; the Bullet paſſing quite throught his 
Body , ſo that part of his Guts came out » and he dyed in leſs than three 
hours; . Savage in his defence ſaid, he did nothing but his Daty, and if he 
had not done it, be. might have been kill'd himſelf. That he'did not 
know but Axel had a deſign to take the Tower, or ſuch like excuſes. But 
the other Soldier who was pafling with Ruſſe}, witneſſed that Rufel laugh- 
ed when he ſpoke of killing the Centinel, it being only in Jeſt; that hey 
never pulled het Muſquets from their Shoulders, or made any the leaſt 
offer againſt the Centinel, but paſſed on in the. common way, and-were 
gone beyond the Centinet before he Fired upon them3 the Jury therefore 
brought it-in Willfu! Murder.

up, who beginning to take hold'of William Griffith, he yielded to Plead 
Not Guilty, and James Griffith his Brother, Pleaded Guilty of that Indict- 

- ment, and all other within the Benecht of the Clergy.
